EXECUTIVE ORDER 1409 


WHEREAS, it is important to prepare for the 2020 Census now to ensure that all Mississippians 
are counted in 2020; and 

WHEREAS, the Census Bureau must have a complete and accurate list of addresses to reach 
every home and individual for inclusion in the 2020 Census; and 

WHEREAS, the Local Update of Census Addresses Operation (“LUCA”) is the only opportunity 
for state, tribal, and local governments to review and provide feedback on the U.S. Census Bureau's 
residential address list before the 2020 Census; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Mississippi has registered for LUCA: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Phil Brj’ant, Governor of the State of Mississippi, pursuant to the 
authority vested in me under the Constitution and laws of the State of Mississippi, do hereby create 
a Census LUCA Committee to assist in the collection and comparison of addresses in Mississippi. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the Census LUCA Committee shall be composed of the 
Secretary of State, Commissioner of Institutions of Higher Learning, Information and Technology 
Systems Executive Director, Commissioner of the Department of Public Safety, Mississippi Civil 
Defense Emergency Management Association President, and such other members the Governor 
deems necessary. 

I'r IS FURTHER ORDERED that the Secretary of State shall serve as the Stale of Mississippi’s 
LUCA Liaison and the Chair of the Census LUCA Committee. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED the Census LUCA Committee shall meet at the call of the Chair 
and provide necessary support.
